Hi  friends, 

sorry  I have  been  radio  silent  the  last  half  a week.  We  organized  a four  day  music/arts  festival  in  Hollywood,  and 
I worked  all  weekend.  It  ended  Nov  8,  and  I took  yesterday  off  and  tried  to  re-calibrate  myself. 

I feel  I am  caught  up  on  these  emails,  and  I also  saw  the  one  where  Stormy  recommended  stopping  work. 

I agree  with  that.  We  have  to  get  everyone's  attention.  In  an  era  where  there  is  a homeless  crisis,  and  we  are 
doing  everything  in  this  community  to  play  our  part,  and  to  raise  money  and  galvanize  the  community,  the  least  we 
can  expect  from  the  city  is  a sense  of  urgency  to  transf er  money  to  our  coff ers  that  has  been  promised  us. 

I found  this  was  a useful  strategy  about  10  years  ago  when  we  were  having  a hard  time  getting  insurance,  and  the 
city  wouldn't  send  our  funds  our  way  because  they  cannot  do  that  according  to  the  contract,  so  with  my  board  s 
permission,  I informed  the  mayors  and  council  office  that  we  were  closing  down  the  BID  effective  xx/date  until 
this  could  be  resolved.  Suddenly  everyone  jumped  into  the  sandbox  to  lend  a hand. 

This  is  unconscionable. 

I have  a Sunset  Board  meeting  today  at  4 p.m.  I have  a representative  from  the  Mayor  s office  homeless  team 
coming.  She  will  be  meeting  us  at  the  Y,  one  block  from  our  project.  Let  me  know  what  the  shut-down  date  is;  I 
can  announce  it  at  the  board  meeting.  That  should  start  the  attention  getting.
